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FOURTH OF JULY - ADDRESS. 



I *J ddress delivered at Versailles on the Ath of July, 

BY CHARLES E. WILKINS. 

Tis the first time io inv life, fellow citizens, that 
the honour of addressing you upon au occasion so 
signally important as the present has become my 
task, aud my only fear in acting upon this duty is, 
that 1 am iucapable of portraying to the full ex 
tent of your expectations, the monuments of glory, 
and of gladsome joy, that we have assembled to 
commemorate this day. It would take all the vivid 
fire of eloquence, the enlightened beauties of rliet- 
oric, and elegance of diction, that is possible to 
human nature monopolized together, to do hohor 
to this occasion; and that f do not possess tliese 
qualities adequately sufficient, is my motive of re- 
| regret. But I will console myself with this hope, 
that the genius of my country; the spirit of thisoc- 
casiqn; the indefinable nature of iny own feelings, 
will inspire upon this day, so, that if I am not capa- 
ble ofdoing adequate justice to my task, I trust, 
that I shall not disgrace it. i 

Then I would enquire of you, why upon this day 
are ye assembled together, to give vent to feelings 
of transporting joy? Why upon this day are the 
acclamations of grateful thousands; the shouts off 
joyful millions, heard to ring through our land?] 
Why Upon this day are the bus, occupations of life 1 
forgotten, the turmoil and discord of labour left uo- ! 
regarded, and foisakeu? The working mind of j 
each joyful freemen echoes and responds — ’tis to 
pay the tribute of grateful hearts, on tbis the birth- 
day of freedom Fifty years of splendid triumph 
have elapsed and been recorded on the immutable 
tablets of'fame, since the fathers of our country, by 
the transporting genius of liberty inspired, pro- 
claimed us independent. Free from the shackles of 
lordly tyranny, unloosed from the chains c*f impos- 
ing oppression. When sovereign mandate!) clothed 
in their mantle of imaginary inviucibili ty, was 
disrobed of their iron dress; when despotism attir- 
ed with its train ofensl iving evils, was levelled with 
the dust; when the English Lion lording on our 
shoTes. repelling as they expressed 1 , rebellious sub- 
jects, by castiug them io the dames kindled hy op- 
pression. ButO! what killing disappointment; I 
for Pbtxiuix like, they ross respleudaut from the) 
flames, firmer in strength, and more hardened in I 
determination, and the Royal Lyon was forced to 
crouch beforp the star spangled banner of Liberty . ! 
When Washington, inspired from above, was called 
to do the noble deed of defending this rights of na- 
ture, in the cause of freemen. 

Tis to keep you in remembrance of these things 
that you are assembled here today — that in remem- 
bering them, you may swear to preserve, inviola- 
ble, those rights which were transmitted to you 
•upon this day. For long he fought to iteap for you 
the rich harvest which was sown on th'e 4th of July. 

Loog -lid lie strive against the blackened foe, 
j With Godlike efforts to evade the blow. 

But still was he unsuccessful in all. but determin 
ation. Days of troubled auguisb did lie experience 
in feeling for bis country’s wrong?, and in attempt-; 
ing to redeem her rights — and night too, the har- \ 
biuger of sleep,— “sleep that koits up the ravelled 
sleev e of ease,” the halm of anguished and of| 
wounded minds, even this wav denied him. To es- 1 
cape the wil^y snares of his enemies, the desert ! 
wilderness was to be traversed, the mountain heights 
afforded no obstruction; the foaming ocean that! 
seemed to lash her shoros with dreadful auger was I 
] no impediment, for what h arrier could be invincible j 
| to determiuad freemen inspired by regenerate lib- 
erty. But still fickle fortune seemed to frown upon 
his efforts, still indefinable fate, seemed to impose 
a naught upon his hopes. But yet was he not for- 
lorn , — for he bold that withia Inin, which set. at de 
fiance the angry frowns of fortune. There was that 
substance iinoeded in Ins soul, that pealed a daring 
to the unravelled mystery of fate— It w as the con 
viction of the justice of bis cause; it was the knowl- 
edge of the possession of au upright soul, which 
grasped not at po wer or dominion; but which bad j 
taken liberty’s star as his guide to lighten him on 
his way, that lie might sever from the hands offiee- 
men, the shackles of oppression which tyranny had 
imposed, ’[’was then that the Goddess of liberty, 
viewing the unsuccessful zeal of her daring cham- 
pion, telt the moistening trausfuse of compassion 
plead within her heart, and she ascribed the anti- 
dote. For look to the Eastern Hemisphere. View 
the traveller of the ocean riding in triumph on its 
stormy billows, while the broad pendant of liberty 
streaming from her forecastle, and Happed by the 
hastening winds of heaven, proclaim to America, 
that Lafayette the hero conies — comes with the 
minister of aid in his hands, aud the determination 
id his heart, to regenerate and save sinking Ameri- 
ca. and if fallen, to be buried in the soldier’s grave, 
beneath the ruins of his obliterated country. As a 
volunteer he joins the memorable Washington, and 
they as proselytes to liberty, fought and established 
that declaration which was proclaimed to you on 
this day. Then can we ever forget it? Oh no. Let iis 
but look at our situation; let us but take a view of 
the great exteusiou of blessings that we enjoy, 
which arises as the proceeds of this day; let us but 
think upou our staunch, and republican polity, 
which admits not of encroachment, — but which en- 
sures to us lasting liberty, and eternal fame. Aud 
could we ever forget if! No! The order of na- 
ture must be changed; the regularity of reason 
sunt be extinguished; the revolving faculties of the 
soul must cease to act iu the sphere of wisdom and 
of thought, and be robbed of its title of immortali- 
ty; the brain must be racked and washed with the 
waters of the Lethe, uutil not even the shadow of 
remembrance exists, e’er this day, or the deeds 
arising as the proceeds of this day, will cease to be 
dear to the hearts of American freemen, e’er it 
can ever cease to be the most prominent of their 
feelings, the most delectable source of their delight. 

Liberty, delightful sound to every American ear, 
could the subdued minds of those wretched nhjeots, 
upou whom the lordly ty rant wreaks bis oppression 
with unruffled sway,— could they but define the ex- 



quisite feelings of transport, that glows in the pat' 
riot’s bosom ; could their immagioation, vivid a« 
{thought, but picture the blessiugs of liberty, your 
throbbing mind would beat with energy for the mo- 
ment, when you might burst from the delusion in 
which ignorance has enshrouded you — aud that you 
might proclaim yourselves to the world, proselytes 
to liberty? 

And fellow citizens, reason speaks that the peri 
od is not far distant, when all those quibliug move- 
ments, that Characterizes sovereign power, will 
have to bow before the altar of enlightened truth — 
Forwhat invisible object is that, which obtrudes 
itself upon the minds of subservient slavery, — that 
causes the rantiug demagogue to cringe for shelter 
from the gnawings of bis inward conscience— that 
makes the sovereign to cry for mercy — for bis pow • 
er abolished, his thronedestroyed. His fairy dreams 
that pictured years wherein he might exercise 
bis kingly prerogative, forever immolated — and all 
the stars, titles and dignity’s of royality obliterated 
from the possession of hereditary right — that makes 
the royal sovereign, aud his viceroy nobility to des 
cend from their thrones of sublunary power to min 
gle with his subjects, in pointed equality. When 
all terms of hereditary distinction will vanish be- 
fore the sight of this invisible aud invincible object 
— for it lias tor its motto, “that all men are created 
equal — that they are endowed by their Creator 
with certain unalienable rights — that among these 
are life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness — Inat 
to secure these rights, governments are instituted 
among men, deriving their just powers only from 
the consent of those governed.” America has ac- 
knowledged its generating influence; for there it 
received its life, its motive audits action — But it 
lingers not there. Its spirit will traverse the bil- 
lowy deep, and othei nations, and other climes will 
bow to its mild and gentle sceptre. Yes, the pe- 
riod must arrive, when all will imbibe the genius of 
American government — when all will acknowledge 
the exuberant power, the delightful influence of 
ENLIGHTENED L1BERTX. 

Yes, other countries where nought but the wiley 
savage ranges with unruffled sway, who disclaims all 
feeliDgs of reason, justice or of mercy, and who ac- 
knowledges oo superior but the idol image to which 
he bows with superstitious adoration. Yes, the 
fearless Arab that roams the sandy desert, who 
knows no impulse but sanguinary bloodshed, will 
yet feel its influence — Yes, even the indigent 
Hindoo, who bends his soul with such inhuman 
mockery, in ideal worship to bisimmaginary God — 
whose horrid superstition makes them yield with a 
willing hand, a human victim, to be slaughtered at 
the shriue of Juggernaut, — whose fiend-like deeds 
oflmman sacrifice has made humanity to blush, 
mercy to vanish in despair, and even nature to 
shudder, fur the outrage committed oa herlaws— 
Even there too, will forget their ideal object, their 
temper and their God will wither at the approach 
of enlightened liberty. Superstition’s core will he 
plucked from the heart of the willing prosolyte; the 
tenfold linked chains of ignorant adoration, which 
their idol Jugcrnaut has twiued around theirhearts 
will be buret asunder. The wandering Arab, will 
cease his inhuman plunder, the murderers sword 
will drop from his nerveless arm, at the approach 
of religious aDd enlightened liberty. The wiley 
savage within whose breast compassion isdead, 
mercy obliterated, and where every tender passion 
that can be harboured in the human heart, and 
which characterizes enlightened man, will shrink 
from his inward thoughts at the cheering reproach 
of religion, linked with an American example of 
enlightened liberty, will awaken within him other 
feelings aDd other hopes. 

’Tis America that has commenced the bright ex- 
ample — she is the polar star that is to direct the 
t hopeg of as yet unregenerated mankind, — she.is the 
landmark at which they gaze for liberal instruction 
—sue is the respIcDdant sun, around which the low- 
er grade of lights will revolve, to borrow their 
light, their heat, and their motion. 

But it confines itself not alone to uncivilized 
man — It has no bounds, it knows no restraint. 
Where education has set its enlightened mark, 
where civilization ha3 shed its bright lustre, and 
eclipsed the marked beams of ignorance; there will 
its orbit first be traced. Civilized man will be the 
first to be encircled by its power. Imagine not that 
I speak in vain; think not my sense of discernment 
is ooliterated hy ardent zeal. — Picture not to your 
feelings, that it is but a foundless vision which the 
warmth ufhope has sketched upon my immagtna 
tion. Oh No. 1 judge from reason, from evident 
appearances, from convincing reality. —Proof can 
be adduced — .proof so indelible, that it laughs to 
scorn the labyrinth of detraction. For look to en- 
lightened Europe; turn and gaze upon the spot, 
the home of the warlike Greek! See where the 
banner of liberty waves its burnished folds trium- 
phant over the lowered flag of Turkish oppression; 
hear the peals of her cannon, again rc-echo on the 
plaius of Marathon — hear the lordly response of 
the brazen trumpet, that reverberates on the 
heights aud passes of Tbemopyloe, that rings a 
startling peal of shuddering fear in the hearts of the 
Turkish hordes, for it proclaims that though his 
soul has fled to eternity ages ago a martyr to liber- 
ty, his spirit has not yet decayed, but has revived 
to show these followers of a second Xerxes, that his 
descendants, rather than endure slavery, choose 
death,. Yes, the proud and haughty Turk, that 
yields not to sympathising passion, tiiat treads upon 
the earth as if it was his own, will yet feel the stripe 
inflicted by the hands of victorious freemen, who 
by the light which an American example has shed 
upon the world, now experience the blessiugsof 
enlightened liberty. 

Even renowned England mu3t he emerged from 
the gloomy darkness that enshrouds her. For, who 
when feeling the weight of oppression's direful 
hand, would not attempt to lighten the burden ! 
Who, when a tyrant would fix a boundary to man’s 
boundless mind, that would fain enchain the heart, 
suppress the feelings of nature, to exterminate the 
comfort of religion from the son! ? Who that had a 
heart, even if it was as hard as the granite marble or 
adamantine rock, could always yield, and bow with 
submissive tameness to dictions such as these. None. 
Man must first forget the principles of nature, in 
stilled in his soul bv the Creator, which declares, 
tiiat all men are equal born. Tbe fibres of li(s heart, 
in which those principles have takeo root, must be 
plucked away, e’er the remembrance of those 
rights can cease to he cherished. Yet such is Eng 
land — such her course pursued towards Catholic 
Ireland. Yes, that Ireland which ever has nurtur- 
cd. within its bosom, feeling hearts and liberal | 
minds, within the breasts of whose sons generosity, 
liberality, and exquisite feeling, has ever been the 
characteristic trait— within whose doors the hun- 
gered traveller never yet was denied a welcome 
at his hospitable board ; where the weary pilgrim, 
or the wandering beggar ever found a shelter from 
the pityless storms of chilling adversity. Yes, 
such as these are doomed to submit to the galling 



yoke of oppression. The right of speech is denied 
them — the genuine effusions of the soul, must be 
suppressed — that religion, which nature's God has 
planted witin them, must not be nurtured — and all 
the whole traits of Irish character, must give way 
before the gorgeless appetite of a domineering 
lxiug. But can man’s knowledge of his rights for- 
ever be suppressed! Could pitying Heaven look 
upon the eight, aud tail to rouse them to the re- 
membrance of their natural rights! Could the 
guardian angel of liberty view them swallow as 
just, the bitter dictions of ao usurper, and not 
snatch the damning dose from their lips? O no ! The 
inoffensive lamb, when trampled under the feet of 
the devouring wolf, would struggle with despera- 
tion for release. Yes, the plaiutive songster of 
the woods, when too closely pursued, would turn 
his beak uppn the murdering hawk. So too with 
Ireland. When they are reduced to the most de- 
grading degree ot submission — when oppression’6 
direful hand would pluck their all away, then will 
the couchtug victim make the struggle for his free- 
dom; then will the noble spirit of their freeborn fore- 
fathers rekindle the dying embers of liherty — then 
will the matchless courage of their former cham- 
pions awake, and other Orrs and other Emmetts 
will strike a blow for their country’s wrongs. The 
patriot souls of Ireland will drink in the simmon- 
ing appeal that proceeds from the mangled bodies 
of their murdered martyrs, which shrieks revenge 
for our country’s wrongs— revenge ! revenge! 

Yes, monarclK! though sweet are home recollections; 

Though sweet are the tears which from tenderness 
fall; 

Though sweet are our friendships, our hopes and affec- 
tions, \ 

Revenge on a tyrant is sweetest of all. 

Erin, nations have fallen — but thou still art young, 

Thy sun is but rising, when others are set; 

And though slavery ’s cloud o’er thy morning hath hung, 

The full noon of freedom shall beam round thee yet. 

Then onward the green banner rearing; 

Go flesh every sword to the hilt: 

On our side is jus ice and Erin ; 

On theirs is England and guilt. 

Yes — England though now your proud spirit 
seems to defy the world, and though yonr inhuman 
oppression has never received the check — the Irish- 
man’s wrongs, and Napoleon’s sufferings, may yet 
ring your death knell Yes, the time may yet ar- 
rive, and Heaven speed it, when the chain which 
links your most u/i-holy Alliance in bands of 
mock-boly unity, will be rent asunder; when a ty- 
rant’s mandates will cease to be regarded ; when 
an invincible barrier to oppression's sway will be 
reared in freedom's name : when all your dignity’s 
of nobility will wither to nothingness, and be en- 
shrouded in the same tomb where rests your most 
holy Alliance; when thatgreat example of enlight- 
ened liberty which America has shed, will be a- 
mirror for tue world ; when tbatdeclaration which 
was proclaimed to you upon this day, and which 
emancipated you from degrading slavery, will be a 
polar star to guide them in the path of equal privi- 
leges ; whe# all will take a copy of our govern 
ment, our institutions, and our laws ; when all will 
acknowledge the benign and balmy influence of 
that invincible object, religious and enlightened 
Liberty. 

Tnen let us not disgrace this brilleant example. 
Let us not, by pursuing a course of conduct deroga- 
tory to its brightness, blast the hopes of millions, 
that look at us as a compass to guide them in the 
port of safety and of fame. Rather let us act upon 
principles that will polish thatgreat example which 
we haveconned, and cause it to gluterwith renew- 
ed lustre, that it may enlighten their views, and 
make them e’er long, by their not deviating from 
that course which her liberty star has illuminated, 
arrive at the consummation of their hopes. ’Tis 
only not to swerve in our duty, but to trace that 
path of wisdom, that marks the way to glory, which 
was delineated to yourcooceptions, by the founders 
of our government. ’Tis only to study that brim- 
ful fountain of luunite wisdom that defines our poli- 
ty, lays down the principles of action to be pursu- 
ed. and which is the very temper of that vast ma- 
chinery of Doited Government that characterizes 
these United States. ’Tis but to make our consti- 
tution the mark of each man’s stud) — the promul- 
gation of Us liberal principles bis incessant prac- 
tice. If you do this the lustre of glory can never 
be eclipsed. The brilliancy of hope, which 
that glory has enkindled in the minds of other na 
lions, can never be ohliteiated. 

But are there no inducements but those of pub- 
lic interest, to pursue this couisc? Arc there no 
ties of reverence, of leeling gratitude, tlial should 
serve as a beacon, to guide us in our track of duty! 
Yes Are the generous deeds of our noble ances- 
try, that gaiued for us the many blessings that we 
experience, arising from the enjoyments of civil 
liberty, to insure which to us, they shrunk not even 
from death, ever to he forgotten? Can the unpar- 
alleled deeds of a Washington, while one spark of 
liberal feeling exists within ns, be cast into oblivi- 
on’s gulf? Valiant Lafayette ! Can the relation 
of thy magnanimous risks of person , property, fame: 
nay thy all, which you subjected to save sinking 
America, ever fail to awaken the heightened spirit 
of enthusiasm in grateful hearts! Spirits of a Mont 
gotnery, a Pike aud a Green! Did your heat’s 
Mood flow in rain ! Oh no. The remembrance of 
these circumstances will ever rekindle dvmgardor 
in our souls. The remembrance of these will ever 
make us acknowledge the sacred ties of gratitude, 
and bind us to the maintainauce of those rights 
which you have transmitted to us. And yet there 
is a something independent of these, which must 
ever inspire us with resistless energy — a something 
which is inseparably interwoven .with the most 
feeling faculties ofour soul — asomething which na 
ture’s God has planted and nurtured within us. — 
Heaven start not when I repeat, ’tis woman’s ap- 
probation; ’tis her inspiring smile. What must be 
the feelings of tbatman, when returning from fight- 
ing successfully the battles of his country, hearing 
the joyful acclamations of his grateful countrymen, 
while the fair hand of woman, accompanied with 
her smile of welcome, twines tlie laurel wreath ot 
victory around his deserving brow ? Who that has 
never realized, could define his triumphant feel- 
ings? Who would not strive to emulate the patri- 
ot with such glorious meed in view ! Who, when 
woman’s approbation is to be the reward, would, 
hy spurning the boon, barter bis country’s liberty 
and fame. There are none, I trust, within whom 
the feelings of all-pnwerfkl nature is so degraded, 
so extinct. Then while woman forms still our hap- 
py land, and holds within her possession the means 
of inspiring emulation, we need never fear the 
lostioction of our rights for lack of energy, while 
she acts iu the sphere of wisdom and of virtue— for 

Without our hopes, without our fears; 

Without the home which tender love endears ; 

Without the smile from partial beauty won, 

Oh what wc.re mas, a world without a sun? 



Tbis liberty that we enjoy was the gift of Hea- 
ven. Upon tbis day fifty years ago, did you re- 
ceive this blessing. Upon this day it was proclaim- 
ed to you, and upon this day it was sanctioned by 
Heaven. The Guardian Angel of Liberty made 
her appearance, and cried you have hurst your 
: chains, you are free! Though the bones of cham- 
pions in the struggle may whiten your soil — though 
jtheir life’s blood may flow and leave the fountain 
dry, still you shall be free. ’Tis right: ’tis just — 
and to this declaration the ruler of all things has 
| fixed his irrevocable seal. Millions of freemen 
caught the heavenly echo as it fell, and planted it 
with transport in their bosoms There it remains 
as yet; there may it remain forever. Uotrammel 
:ed by oppression, may these sentiments ever shine 
.with renewed lustre. Unaided by the usurping 
power of a despot, may we ever sail in that safe 
channel which our constitution has defined ; where 
| no quicksands are hidden to swallow the misguided 
ship; where no political weirlpool can draw us in 
its liberty-traducing fissure. And may this day, 

I this glorious day, be ever remembered as the fore- 
runner of all our blessings— the undoubted estab- 
lishment of all our hopes; and may it be ever cher- 
ished. ever rooted, and twined around our heart’s 
(feelings in ligatures as strong and as binding as 
those chains of the heart, which links us in monu- 
mental reverence to those venerable manes, that 
hallows .Mount Vernon's tomb.

i'KOM THE RICHMOND ENQUIRER. 

Sketches of the public services of Thomas Jefferson. 

In your paper, which appears about tbe 4ib ol 
July, 1 have generally read some remiuisceoces 
oi t.ie revolution, some eocienl document or noble 
effusion of sentiment, which' is calculated to revive 
in ns the spirit and principles of our fathers. Can 
any thing be more salutary upon the public tnind, 
or better calculated to perpntuato our liberties, 
than these occasional reviews of the works of the 
illustrious statesmen who have gone before us! in 
such exercises are we not as profitably employed, 
at least, as we would be in reading scurrilous cs 
says on the Presidential Election, or the still more 
scurrilous speeches which have lately disgraced the 
halls of our national councils? 

••No, free government, or the blessings of liberty, 
can be pi eserved to any people but by a firm adher- 
enee l o justice, moderation , temperance, frugality, 
and virtue, and by frequent recurrence to funda- 
mental principles;” “and it is our mutual duly to 
practise towards each other Christian forbearance, 
love and charity." These were the wise seuti- 
ments of one of the greatest and best men who has 
ever lived, and unanimously adopted by one of ihe 
wisest bodies of men that the world has ever seen, 
among Ihe first and most essential articles of their 
politicel creed. The same sentiments, expressed 
in a different form, were afterwards most solemnly 
recommended to the people of the United Stales 
by the father of his country, when he took his Iasi 
farewell of power and authority, and retired to the 
scenes of private life. An adherence to justice, 
moderation, temperance, Christian forbearance , love 
wal charity, anil a frryuent recurrence to fundamen- 
tal principles are then essential to the durability of 
tbit Republic in the opiniou of those who laid its 
foundation. 

For your next paper, which will appear od the 
4th of J illy, I have copied the preamble to our act 
of religious freedom. It is the work of Thomas 
J efferson, the author also of that declaration which 
has made this memorable day one of national re- 
joicing. I have never noticed it in the columns of 
a newspaper, and probably out of the liniiis ol Vir- 
ginia it lias been rarely seen. The truths it con- 
tains will ultimately free the world of religious big- 
otry and intolerance Its adoption in this country 
cons' ■ tu ted a great epoch in the annals ofmaDkind. 
It will be distinguished upon the page of iiistory as 
the reformation in Germany, commencing with the 
Angus tiu Friar Martin Luther, has been in the story 
ol Modern Europe. Future generations, in look- 
ing back upon tbe progress of man in society, will 
contemplate with wonder and admiration, the spec- 
tacles of this young and rising nation, centuries in 
advance of all the other nations of the earth in the 
rights of concience, in the enjoyment of religious 
freedom. Here we see every sect worshipping the 
author of nature, according to the dictates of con- 
science, no one daring to disturb another, and all 
uniting iu society in social and harmonious friend- 
ship. What would be the emotions ol a furious 
zealot of the 16th century, who had assisted in light- 
ing up Smitlifield with the flames of persecution, 
who believed that he was propitiating his Maker 
by roasting iiis fellow being in the fire, because he 
ditfered with him in opinion in a matter of con 
science, could lie be permitted to visit this world 
again and witness the happy condition of the Uni- 
ted States under her Ians of universal toleration? 
To see on a Sabbath Day , in one of our large cities 
the numerous denominations of religious sects, re- 
pairing to theirdiffererit daces of public worship, 
and all unmolested pouring fourth their prayers to 
the Almighty Kuler of the Universe! and extend- 
ing to each other afterwards the hand of brotherly 
friendship! Should be contrast this scene with 
those he had witnessed in his day, during the 
throes and convulsions of the ancient world, and the 
agonising spasm ofiufuriated man seeking, through 
blood and slaughter, his long lost liberty, in what 
language could hedo justice to the author of ll.cse 
blessings we eojoy, were he permitted to feel aud 
think like a rational being? 

1 do not kuow any subject that is so curious and 
so interesting to the human mind as the history of 
man ill different ages of the world, as connected 
with his religious opinions. In other words, the 
iiistory «f the christaiu religion from its birth to the 
present period. How strange and unaccountable, 
that a system of moral conduct which inculcates 
peace, charity, aud good will to alt mankind, 
whose author was au example of meekness, humil 
ity aud benevolence, should have been made the 
pretext of tbe most horrible enormities that have 
ever been practised in (he world. “There is no 
human depravity which can equal revenge and cru- 
elty when covered with the mantle of religion.” 
II uman nature appears, not on any occasion so de 
testable, and allhesame time, so absurd, as in re- 
ligious persecutions, which sink men below infer-, 
iial spirits, iu wickedness and belnw the beasts in 
folly.” 'I hese are the sentiments of an elegant 
writer and a wise philosopher. What, for instance 
can strike the mind with more terjuir than the pic- 
tin e ofGalileo’s sufferings and torments for his sub- 
lime discoveries in astronomy, in the brightest age 
of literature in modern Italy? This great and im- 
mortal philosopher by liis improvement of the teles- 
cope, confirmed tbe system of Copernicus and un- 
veiled lo man the mysteries of the heavenly world. 
He discovered mountains in the Moon, a planet at- 
iendeut upon the Earth — the sattelliles of Jupitei 
— spots iri the Sun — the phases of Venus and the 
rotation of (he Sun upon its ow n axis For these 
imporiant discoveries w hich have given such de 
light toall Ihe friends of science; for thus “holding 
up the lamp of knowledge to a benighted world,” 
he was summoned before the inquisition command- 
ed to renounce Ids horrible heresies, a nd thrown in- 
to prison, where he suffered a long and loathsome 
confinement: And in relation to him, the follow- 

ing decree was promulgated to the disgrace of the 
age in which he lived “To say that the Sun is in 
the centre, and without local motion, is a propo- 
sition absurd and false in sound philosophy, aud 
even hcritical. being expressly contrary to the holy 
dcrrpture; and to say that the earth is not placed in 
the centre of the. Universe nor immovable, hut that 
it has so much as diurnal motion, is also a proposi- 
tion falsa; and absurd in sound philosophy, as well 
as erroneous in the faith.” The absurdity, Ihe folly 
and stupidity of superstition and fanaticism, is no 
where inure illustrated than in this single fact. 
Had I the genius of Raphael, 1 would select this in- 
cident in history for the employment of my pencil. 

I would paint Galileo in prison suffering the tor- 
ments of the inquisition for his stihliin • discoveries 
in astronomy , and Jefferson should appear upon the 
canvass holding before the worfd his redeeming act 
of religious freedom. It would be more affecting 
to iny mind than the picture of the exiled Marius 
seated upon tbe ruins of Carthage, associating his 
own adverse fortune with the decay of that celebra- 
ted city, and ruminating on the downfall of empires 
and Ihe fleetiqg glory of man. In the history of the 
aged warrior, we admire the spi rat aswellasge- 
nius which dictated his celebrated reply to the of- 
ficer who asked uim what lie should say to the Gov- 
ernor who had directed him in Ins forlorn condi 
tion to leave t lie Coast of Africa. “Go ‘oil him von 
have seen tire exiled Marius sitting upon t| e 
ruins of Carthage,” thus reminding him by this hap- 
py association of tbe uncertainty of Ins own power. 
Hut what sympathies can wc fee! fora ruthless ti 
rant who had deluged his country in blood! Al- 
though he had fallen from the height of power, ami 
wis a wretched wanderer in a foreign land, weean 
fr l u-'thing like compassion for him, however mod 
wi aay admire the genus of the painter in ihe 
y tine he has drawn ofhim. Rut in reflecting up 
on the fate of Galileo, all the finest feelings ft!,, 
human heart are excited, and all our indignation 



ra ised against the superstitions, ignorance and tj- 
rauuy by which lie was persecuted. 

VV lieu we see the spirit of religious intolerant >• 
producing sncti inquiries, how grateful w c sliouh: 
luet to t tie liberal and enlightened men of America, 
who have heed us from ils influence ! 

Luther, ( aivin, Cranmer, aud Knox, the great 
prolestant reformers in their respective countries 
were themselves persecutors when they had power 
in their hands. 

Luther’B reformation freed the world from the 
abominations of the Romish Church, and overturn- 
ed Papal Supremacy, which had kept the world in 
darkness during so many ages. ‘But still the rigbi 
to extirpate error by force was universally allowed, 
as the privilege oftnose who possessed the knowl- 
edge of U ntil.” This horrible and preposterous al 
surdity of the human mind was abandoned about Un- 
close of the 17th century, when the light of philos- 
ophy had dispelled, in some degree, the mists oi 
prejudice, and toleration was admitted in its pres 
cnl form first in the United Provinces and aller- 
wards in England. But still the union of church 
and state existed, and the belief in tbe necessity of 
au established religion, by which every mar. in the 
Community is compelled to oo'nfribute to the sup- 
port of a dominant sect, no matter how widely lie 
may differ from it in the tepets ofhis religious faith 
bneh is t lie absurd condition of human society n 
every part of civiii/.ed Europe at this time, and 
such was its condition in this country, until the re- 
ligious bigotry and intolerance which produced it, 
were toro up by the roots by the enlightened states 
inen of America, at the head of whom was Thomas 
Jefferson. 

The arguments contained in the following paper 
were the weapons which he used in producing this 
great change in our political condition. C. 

Preamble to the art establishing Religious Freedom. 
[passed dec. 10, 17i>u.] 

“Whereas Almighty God hath created the mind 
free ; that all attempts to influence it by temporal 
punishments or burthens, or by civil incapacitations 
lend* only lo beget habits of hypocrisy and mean- 
ness, and are a departure from the plan of the Ho- 
ly author of our religion, who being Lord botii of 
body and mind, yet chose not to pmpagate it by 
coercions on either, as was in his Almighty power 
to do; that the impious presumption of Legislatures 
and Rulers, civil as well as ecclesiastical, w ho be 
ing themselves but fallible and uninspired men, 
have assumed domiuion over the faitli of others, 
setting up tbeirown opinions and inodes ol thinking 
as the only true and iufatlible, and as such eudea- 
voring to impose them on others, hath established 
and maintained false religions over the greatest 
part of the world, and through all lime; that tv 
compel a man to furnish a contribution of money 
for the propagation of opinions which lie disbelieves, 
is sinlni and tyrannical ; that even the forcing him 
to suppor' this or that teacher ofhis own religious 
persuasion, is depriving him of the comfortable lib- 
erty of giving his contributions to the particular 
pastor, whose morals be would make bis pattern, 
and whose powers lie feels most persuasive to right- 
eousness, and is withdrawing from the ministry 
those temporary rewards, which proceeding from 
an approbation of their personal conduct, are an 
additional incitement to earnest and unremitting 
labors for the instruction of mankind ; that our ci- 
vil rights have no dependence on our religious opin- 
ions, any more than onr opinions in ptiysics or ge- 
ometry ; that therefore the proscribing any citizen 
as unworthy the public confidence, by laying upon 
him an incapacity of being called to offices of trust 
and emolument, unless lie profess, or renounce this 
or that religious opinion, isdepriving him injurious 
ly, of those privileges and advantages, to which, in 
common with his fellow citizens, lie lias a natural 
right ; that it tends only to corrupt the j rinciplos of 
that religion it is meant to encourage, by bribing 
with a monopoly of wordly honors and emoluments, 
those who will externally profess and conform to it ; 
that though indeed there are criminals w ho do not 
withstand sqrh temptation, yet neither are those 
innocent who lay the bait in their way : that to suf- 
fer the civil Magistrate to intrude iiis powers into 
the field of opinion, and to restrain the profession 
or propogatioo ol principles on snpposil ion ol their 
ill tendency is a dangerous falacy , which at once 
destroys all religious liberty, because he. being of 
course judge of that tendenc y, will make Iiis opin- 
ions the rule of judgment, and approve or condemn 
the sentiments of others only as they shall square 
with or differ from his own ; that it is time enough 
for the rightful purposes of civil government, for 
its officers to interfere when principles break out 
into overt acts against peace and good order; and 
finally, that truth is great and will prevail if left to 
herself - that she is the proper and sufficient antag- 
onist lo error, and has nothing to fear from the eon 
diet, unless by iuiinnn interposition disarme d of her 
natural weapons, free argument and debate, errors 
ceasing to he dangerous w hen it is permitted freely 
to contradict them.” 

FROM THE NEW VORK COMMERCIAL ADVERTISER. 

Collection of Coincidences. — There arc many sur 
prising coincidences in regard to the lives and 
deaths of M r. Adams and Mr. Jefferson. They 
commenced their political lives together — both 
rose gradually — both became foreign ministers of 
the highest grade, and both were subsequently elec 
ted to the highest station in the nation I hey were 
the only two who signed the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence on the Fourth of July, 1776, who were 
alive on the same day in 1326. Both were on the 
committee who drafted that document. One of 
them .was the writer, and tbe other the seconder of 
the motion for adoping it. Political eveutssubse 
qnently made them rivals, and bitter enemies of 
each other. Both were the leadess of opposite .v povv 
erful parties. Botii were the most proininent.ohjecst 
of the bitterest invective of their foes, and the most 
boisterous praise of their friends. Both, after re- 
tiring from tbe high stations the contention for 
winch had estranged them, found themselves in the 
same political ranks — became friends — and both 
died on the same day, on the fiftieth anniversary of 
t he important event in which they were engaged 
together. Mr. Jefferson died the same hour in the 
day during which the Declaration was adopted, and 
Mr. Adams on the same hour in which it was pro- 
mulgated to the people. And both were natives of 
the only States which have ever furnished the 
Union wilh a President. A further remarkable 
coincidence is the fa< t, that of our ex- Presidents; 
J'olin Adains was eight years older than Thomas 
Jefferson; Thomas Jefferson eight years older than 
Jhmcs Madison; James Madison eight years older 
than J ames Monroe; and .1 antes Monroe eight years 
older Ilian John Quincy Adani9 Mr. Adams was 
the only President who lias been succeed d in the 
highest office by his son, and he was the "illy Presi- 
dent who had a son to succeed him. And the son 
lias been elected to the high trust by the same party 
which elected the father. This is the most won- 
derful chapter of coincidence that we ever saw. 

FROM THE PHH.ADEr.FHtA OAZF.TTE. 

The apparent contradictions in the different pa- 
pers with respect to the hour at which the Declar | 
ation of Independence was adopted, and at which 
it was promulgated . can be easily reconciled. It 
was adopted by Congress between the hours ef 12! 
and I o’clock, in independence hall; it wasfirsij 
publicly read to tbe people about 5 o’clock in thei 
afternoon in the State Mouse yard. 

Its author lived fifty years aft hr its adoption; its 
advocate lived fifty years after it c prornulgat’nn.

On the 30lli inst. agreeably lo sentence, Wm 
F. II woe, a young man of about 2.1 years, sufler- 
eil the punishment o( dentil. ncai the courthouse 
of Fail-fix count;. Ya. for the murder of William 
Simpson. in that county, on Ihe night of Ihe 1th 
of March, 1325. 'Flic spectators at the execti; 
lion diil not amount to more than between one 
thousand anil fifteen bundled. 

It had been proposed to the criminal early in 
the morning fhal he should come into t lie court- 
house lo hear a public sermon; but he declined it 
The senuo/i was accordingly preached by Mr. 
Burch, ofthe Methodist persuasion, at a quarter 
after 1 1 o’clolock before the window ofthe room 
in which he was confined. Al the conclusion <d 
the sermon, the prisoner was brought I com the 
jail. His face w as entirely concealed by a long 
loose cap ivjiichi extended down lo his bosom ; he 
was dressed in a very white shroud; wore white 
gloves, and had on a half worn black fur hat, 
under which was his cap. liis arms were pin- 
ioned at the elbow: the noose ofthe rope was al- 
ready round his neck, and the balance of the 
rope was wrapped around his body until he ar- 
rived under the gallons, lie moved wilh a slow 
and cautious, hut firm and apparently unconcern- 
ed step to the cart, up into which he was con- 
ducted with the assistance of a chair, by the cler 
gyman. He continued to the head of the’ coffin, 
and deliberately seated himself in the chair. — 
This scene was one that none seemed prepared 
for. Hi- apparent resignation to liis fate, and 
the willingness with which he advanced to and 
took liis seat, were unexpected, and extorted in- 
voluntary ami simultaneous expressions ot"“poor 
fellow,” &c. from every quarter. I pon his ar- 
rival at the gallows, after the usual preparations, 
the cart drove slow ly from under the criminal — 
lie necessarily leant forward as he was dragged 
forward from it — and in an instant was launched 
into eternity w ithout a struggle. Thus was the 
vengeance of the laws ofGod and of man, justly 
inflicted upon the misguided and unfortunate Win 
F. Hooe; a youth of the most numerous and high- 
ly respectable connexions iu the state of Virgin- 
ia. 

The criminal wrote a confession ofhis crime, 
and a history of his life for sometime past. 
CONFESSION OF JIOOE. 

Wm F Ilooe, whose execution we record to 
day, wrote during his confinement, a history of 
his life for the last five years, in which he makes 
a full confession of the murder ol Simpson — and 
that he perpetrated it alone 

He states that he was instigated to the deed 
from the want of money to adjust a gambling 
transaction in Leesburg. In the society which 
he was admitted there, he states, it is common for 
gambling parties to pass their notes for whatever 
they may lose at cards; hut that it is considered a 
violation of honor in the holder of such nates to 
transfer them lo a second person. He had sold 
one of these notes, which was afterwards won 
back and demanded of him by the drawer. He 
evaded the demand, by stating that the note was 
not about him, but in his trunk, and that he would 
get it and return. He called upon the person to 
whom he had sold the note, and requested that 
it might not be presented for payment for a few 
days as he was going to Prince William county 
for money, which would enable him to redeem it 
on his ieturn. It appears that he really did be- 
lieve that money was due him from his uncle, 
John Hooe. living in that county . But. he says, 
he felt his honor at stake, in having sold the note, 
and was therefore determined to have money for 
its redemption at all hazards. 

Having falsely told Simpson that his Uncle 
Dade Hooe had a family of negroes for sale, he 
proflered his services to conduct him to his un- 
cle’s plantation; and says that while on their way 
thither he asked Simpson how much money he 
had, as it would take a thousand dollars to pur 
chase the family. Simpson dismounted from his 
horse, and seated himself upon a log at the side 
of the road; took out his pocket hook and counted 
its contents in his presence, and said he had nine 
hundred dollars. After renewing their journey, 
he says he made three different efforts to shoot 
Simpson, but that the checkings of his conscience 
whenever he touched the pistol for that purpose 
were so powerful as to overcome him. At the 
third attempt, he says, he was determined to des- 
patch his victim, and had drawn his pistol as ] 
much as half wav from his pocket, when his en ; 
ergy again completely forsook him. The danger ! 
in cros-ing the run, which had risen above its | 
usual level, was urged as a reason for not cross- 1 
ing it. though Simpson was w illing to make the I 
attempt. They returned thence lo the tavern at 
Centreville 

When about leaving the tavern at Centreville 
on the night of the murder, Hooe says he advised 
Simpson that he had better leave his money be- 
hind, as they were going to a house of ill fame, 
where it might be lost. Simpson accordingly 
took out his porket book with his money, which 
was put into Ilooe’s valice, (Ibey then sleeping' 
in the same room ) They next departed lor a 
house of ihe kind referred to, and which Hooe 
told Simpson he knew of- — though none such was 
in the direction they pursued. Hooe says that 
when he arrived at the spot where the murder! 
was committed, he asked Sintpson if he would go j 
before, a« his eyes were very weak, and could [ 
not see his way clearly Simpson accordingly I 
complied — and Hooe lookout his pistol and shot 
him in the hack. Hooe says that Simpson gave 
a most dteadful shriek, which he should recol- 
lect weie he to live a thousand years — and ran 
to the distance of about four yards (we think) 
and fell. Ilooe walked up to him and called to 
him by his name — but he made no answer — he i 
was dead, lie says he heard the blood gurgling . 
inside of Simpson’s body, from the perforation oi l 
the shot, as distinctly as from a bottle. With a 
tit of desperation which came over him. for which 
he cannot account, lie then inflicted the. wounds j 
upon the uody with every possible expedition,! 
and immediately ran with all liis might hack to 
tire tavern. 

He did not visit the body again as has been 
frequently stated. He returned to Leesburg the 
rtexi nujrniqg. 

The circumstance that but part of Simpson’s 
money was found with Hooe was supposed to l e 
an evidence that there must !ia v e been an ac 
complice in t lie murder. Hooe, however, say 
that the other part of the mone , had been left 
>y Simpson in the hands of a person in Centre- 
■ die forsome purpose, and whose receipt for the 
same was iu the pocket book. He says lie burnt 
he pocket Dock and leceipl upon his arrival at 



Leesburg. (The aiipposiii. n in regard tc tbe s> 
lienee of this fact is, that the person holding tins 
money would have been also arrested for trial 
upon its identification. 

The confessrm was written and sealed up by 
Ilooe. aud pat into the hands of the jailor, direc t- 
jed to an intelligent gentleman of Ins relation, it 
I contains some particular allusions to matter and 
(individuals which it has been (eared would be 
promnlged. But wc know that tbe upright indi- 
vidual into whose hands it is to comebeiore pub- 
jiiieaiion, will expunge all names and things that 
ilcan be productive of no good to society. 

Iiooe denies the testimony given by two cer- 
tain witnesses. 

Mr. Burch in his sermon, related that the crim- 
inal brought himselfto his untimely end by cards. 
[That, in 1823, when he left Centreville, where 
'he was living, he knew but little of cards. That 
die began his career by merely playing for nuis 
land cakes, and soon for money, continuing thus 
l>v degrees, until he got into a regular practice, 
which had led to his present situation. 

What we here state (with full permission) is in 
substance, precisely w hat the unfortunate man 
has written in regard to the murder.

General Paez, anxious to ascertain Ijie extent of 
his forces at Valentin, summoned the inhabitants 
to a kind of muster, at which but 800 men attend- 
ed. This alarmed him to such a degree that he 
again renewed his orders, protesting that he 
would use harsh measures against those who 
should not appear after the third gun-shot to be 
filed on the occasion He then succeeded in 
getting about 3000 men to make their appear 
ance. On the British consul remonstrating 
against any molestation of this sort to British 
subjects, he answered in writing, that so far from 
offering any injury to them, he intended to pro 
tect them in their persons and properties. It is 
said, that an aynntamiento is to take place in Va- 
lencia, of members from all the provinces ofVen- 
ezuela, and that Vicenta Michelona is already 
appointed by the people ofCaraccas to repie- 
sent them there, in the formation of the new 
state and constitution — General Paf.z called all 
Jthe military, who were retired, into active ser- 
vice again, with the object of raising new bat- 
talions. Iiis birth day, the 13th instant was cel- 
ebrated here by salutes from the castle and the

ACCOUNT OF THE DISCOVERY OF AN IN. 

HABITED ISLAND INTEL PACIFIC, 

By Captain Eeg, of the Bollux sloop ol war, in 
the service ot his Majesty Ihe King ol the Ne- 
therlands: in a letier to Dr. Brewster, from 
G . Moll. Professor of Natural Philosophy, m 
the University of Utrecht. 

Jl/y dear Sir: Two vessels in the service of 
liis Majesty the king of the Netherlands have 
lately crossed the Pacific. Alter leaving Wash- 
ington’s Island, it was deemed expedient to keep 
j„”the seventh parallel of south latitude, sailing 
to Ihe westward, being the track in which Capt 
Eeg, commanding the Bollux sloop of war, Iho'L 
some islands might probably be discovered. The 
coral islands itHhose seas being generally small 
and low, it was reckoned prudent to proceed at 
mght under easy sail, and thus to leave De Pevs 
ter’k and Sherson’s islands one degree to the 
north and south. On the 14th of July, 1825, at 
five o’clock A. M after a very hazy and rainy 
night, it was presumed that land was to he seen 
ahead, hut very indistinctly ; and shortly after 
the breakers were distinctly heard. The vessel 
was brought to. and the signal made for the Ma- 
tin lleygeisberch to do the same. After sunrise 
they discovered a very low island, beating west 
by south, two miles distant, (miles of 60 to a de- 
gree.) The land appeared well stocked with 
cocoa and olhe-r trees. About noon they had 
the nortli point ofthe island S . CO deg. E. 

The longitude ol' this island and ils latitude be- 
ing ascertained with as much accuracy as cir- 
cumstances would allow, arid no other island be- 
ing fouud in the same position in any of Ihe chai ts 
on board, this was deemed a new discovery. The 
nearest land was De IYyster’s group, but it was 
50 minutes different in Iat lude. Though the 
sky was very clear, no other islands w ere seen at 
same time. The name t>( Nederlandit h island 
was given to t liis new land. Its north point is in 
latitude 7 deg. 10 m. S. and the centre of it in 
longitude 177 deg. 33 m. 6 sec. E. fioniGteen- 
wich; the variation of the magnetic needle being 
seven deg. to the east. The longitude was de- 
termined by three chronometers: one ol tnese, 
made by Thomson, was reckoned the most ac- 
curate; its rate had been ascertained seventeen 
days before, at Nukahiwa, and its differences 
from the other two were very regular. A few 
days before coming in sight with the island, the 
longitude was ascertained by lunar observations, 
agreeing remarkably well with the chronome- 
ters. This island has a form resembling a hor«e 
shoe: its extent is about eight miles; in the west 
an indentation, closed by low reefs, and termina- 
ting in a lagoon. 

The natives, some of whom were armed with 
long sticks, were very numerous, sitting or run- 
ning along the shore, as the vessel sailed along. 
An armed boat was despatched towards the shore. 
— The island appeared iron-bound ; for. at a boat’s 
length from the shore the depth was six fathoms, 
and rough coral ground: a ship’s length, from 
shore there were fifteen fathoms depth. 

At the N. W. point they found a coral reef pro- 
jecting far in the sea, and on which there was a 
heavy surf. It was supposed that these were the 
breakers heard previous to the discovery ofthe 
island. The Iqud had a pleasing aspect, and ap- 
peared fertile. The number of natives assem- 
bled on shore was estimated ir bout 290. They 
were of a dark copper hue, t., i rid well made, 
few were less Ilia* : hvt, iii,-. ntl measure, 
or 6,166 I.ngli- i, women worn also very 

stout. Some ofthe p ,< tatooed, but not 
so rnuchasat Nukahiw.i They were naked ex- 
cept some covering made of leaves A few oth- 
ers had some cloth made oi cocoa r d 

round the waist. Tbe heads of some'v ere adorn- 
ed with feathers. Their conduct upp, .. t ,l v; ry 
fierce and wild, and they contrii rd „ hat- 

everthey thought within their reach The > 
hooks soon disappeared, and th< 
ed to tear the oars from the boat’s crew 

An old man, with a w hite beard. and of respect- 
able appeal ance, carrying a green boug h , hi» 
hands, was at tbeir head. He contiuualU k p, 
singing some motenons song in a melancho! i tune. 
They haitered some cocoa nuts and some ■ ■> 

tools, against some old handkerchiefs and ernp 
bottles; and it appeared that their language b c 
some resemblance to that spoken at Nukahiwa, 
W hen the boat again put to sea, they tried the 
effect of firing a few musket shots in the air. but 
the natives did not show sjmptoins ol fear, and 
thus appeared unconscious ofthe effects of Euro- 
pean arms. No canoes were seen in the posses- 
sion of these people, nor did they attempt to ap- 
proach the ship, although the weather was ex- 
cellent, and the sea very calm. The command- 
ers of the ‘wo vessels regretted very much that 
their large compliment, and the small quantity 
ol water, obliged them to make every possible 
despatch. They accordingly pursued their jour- 
ney to Sourabaya in Java, where they found otli- 
ei work at hand than the discovery of new coun- 
tries. lam, dear sir, with very great esteem, 
your humble servant.

\Ve yesterday received an extract of tlie decis- 
ion of the supreme court of Ohio, (McCormick; vs 
Alexander.) io which the Judges were unanimous 
and clearly and unequivooally decided, that rem- 
edial laws existing at the time a contract is made, 
forms no part of that contract. We received the 
extract too late for this day's paper, but will give it 
hereafter. 

In this decision the court says. “There mav be 
and there undoubtedly are cases, where it is prop- 
er; nay, where it is the duty of a court, to refuse to 
enforce a statute on the ground that it is inconsis 
tent with the supreme law of the land. Yet this 
ought not to be done, uulcss the statute in question 
is a plain and palpable violation of tbe constitution. 
It should he both against the, letter and spirit of that 
instrument. So long as there is a doubt, the de- 
cision of the court should be in favour of the stat- 
ute. Whenever courts in doubtful cases, under- 
take to declare laws unconstitutional, iliey may, 
with propriety be accused of usurpation.” — The 
judges ofOiiio appear to be influenced by common 
sense alone; uo motive of interested ambition, re- 
lief measures, orjudge breaking, could have opera- 
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down Poplar Row, down

WHERE WILL IT END? 

At the late term of the U. S. Circuit Court in 
this place, the ne»v made Supreme Judge, Rob- 
ert Trimble, gave a decision, which, if we cor- 
rectly understand it. is more fatal to the interest 
and repose of the people of Kentucky than the 
destruction of the occupant laws and all the 
other new principles which have, within a few 
years been introduced by perverse judges. We 
have not sufficient knowledge of the. subject to 
give a full detail of all its bearings; but we under- 
stand fully the effect which it must have upon 
the land titles of Kentucky. 

The people will recollect, that their repre 
se.ulatives, a few years ago, passed an act, call- 
ed the seven years” limitation law, which barred 
an action of ejectment against the occupant after 
a peaceable possession of seven years. This act, 
the federal court declared void, on the ground 



that it was repugnant to the compact between 
Virginia and Kentucky, according to which, the 
twenty years' limitation of Virginia, whs made 
the term of limitation in Kentucky in relation to 
ill lands, the title to which were derived from 
Virginia. The occupants of the soil still consid- 
ered themselves safe alter twenty years' posses- 
sion, and land litigation was supposed to be near 
ly at end in many of the oldest and most popu- 
lous counties in Kentucky. 

This late decision again opens the floodgates, 
and there is Scarcely a man. ev»n in the counties 
of Mercet, Lincoln, Madison, Clarke, Fayette, 
Jessamine, Woodlord or Jefferson, who can con- 
sider himself secure in his possessions. The con- 
struction ol Judge Trimble is, that all the legis- 
lation of Kentucky in relation to the limitation 
ot actions for lands, the titles to which were de- 
rived from Virginia, is void ; that the courts must 
be guided by the limitation acts ef Virginia then 
in force; that those acts do not run against per- 
sons out of the state when their title accrues , un- 
til they come into the state; and that if they 
never come into the state at all, they have du- 
ring life and their heirs ten years after their 
death to bring their actions in. 

Tbe consequence is, that few landholders in 
Kentucky are safe. Although they may have 
been in possession forty years, there may be 
some old Englishman, Irishman, Pennsylvanian 
or V ii nan yet alive, who holds an elder title 
j which may now rise from the grave, to drive,
